The May issue of QST has the 2010 Phone Sweepstakes results, along with the club 
scores showing PVRC’s latest unlimited category win. | looked at the results over the 
three years in a row that PVRC has won, and you can see a few trends that mean a 
four-peat in 2011 will take a major effort: 


1. PVRC’s number of entries declined each year, but... 

2. PVRC’s higher average score per entrant in 2009 and 2010 offset the declining 
number of entries, however... 

3. PVRC’s margin of victory declined from 2.3M in 2008 (10.2%) to 1.3M in 2010 
(6.2%) and... 

4. 10 and 15 meters were minor factors in those years...

PVRC Webinar Series — Ken K4ZW 


As we approach the second anniversary of PVRC’s Webinar program, | wanted to pass 
along a few notes. 


The idea came about after attending a Webinar sponsored by an IT storage vendor. 
“Why not put on similar events for the global contest community!” Research was done 
on Cisco’s WebEx conferencing. It was a great service, but came with a very steep 
price tag. They had a number of start-up charges plus recurring monthly charges of 
several hundred dollars. Far too rich for our little operation, which we planned to use 
once or twice a month. About that time Citrix started a radio advertizing blitz for their 
GoToMeeting and GoToWebinar services. Their prices were much more in line with our 
budget and the capabilities they provided were a perfect match for what we wanted to 
do. The launch of our program was announced in NS3T’s Radio-Sport.net in May 2009. 


Before launching our program to the general amateur community, we took advantage of 
a free 30 day trial period and held a dry run for PVRC members only. | used my 2009 
Visalia presentation, A Look at the Tajikistan Observatory Station. That same 
presentation was also the first event we hosted for the general amateur community. For 
the first 90 days, we went with a month to month subscription. After it was apparent we 
had a big hit on our hands, we converted to a yearly plan and saved about 20% off the 
monthly rate. 


The second event was W3LPL’s Design, Construction, and Maintenance of Antennas. 
While | don’t keep records, | believe Frank’s presentation had the highest number of 
registrants to date, well over 200. We have come close to that mark on several 
occasions. Something that remains a bit of a mystery to me is that 50% - 60% of those 
who register actually attend the live event. That number has been very consistent. But 
the events are recorded and available on PVRC’s web page so my take is that many will 
view the events on their own schedule. In fact each event gets hundreds of hits from 
around the globe. 


Some of the big successes of our program have been, providing a venue for the contest 
community to interact with the various CQ WW contest committees (with attendees from 
over 50 DXCC countries), support for WRTC 2010 and hopefully 2014, and a few 
collaborative efforts with the Northern California Contest Club (NCCC), who have their 
own internal Webinar program. It was also envisioned that the service could be used for 
internal PVRC gatherings, such as SS strategy sessions. We held a few SS sessions in 
2009 but the turnout was very poor. However we won SS so that’s really all that 
matters. Feedback from the contest and amateur community in general has been 
wonderful. Some clubs even use our presentations for their monthly meetings. Here is 
a sample of some of the feedback.

Our Webinar program is the largest yearly expense we have. However | think it’s also 
the program that gives us the biggest bang for our buck. It’s a great way for PVRC to 
promote radio-sporting and Amateur Radio in general. This year we will begin to carry a 
few of the Dayton 2011 Contest University presentations live for those who cannot 
attend. No doubt this will be very popular for contesters from the mid-Atlantic to Europe 
to Asia. Thanks for your continued support. 


There are two webinars coming up: 
e Monday, May 2, 9 PM EDT (Tuesday, May 3, 01:00z): Tim K3LR will provide an 
overview of contest related activities planned for Dayton 2011.
